For thres yeara Cros-
man played brilliantly at halfback, and
was the team's punter, Last year he
wmlso developed un a  drop-kicker, and
kcored the fleld goal which gave Haver-
ford Its margin of vietory over Swurth-
more. Ha was called to active service.

Others who undoubtedly would have
been on the football team again had
they not folned Tnele Sam's fighting
forces on the Haverford College recon-
structlon wunit, which went abroad lasy
fimmer to help rebulld war-siricken towns,
included Sharp and Curtis, ends; Heyman
and Morgan, guards, and Moore, a tackla,
Bealdes those men, Haverford lost through
graduation Howland, center; Ramsey, full-
back, snd Van Dam, the other halfback
Ramsey, Van Dam and Crosman playsd to-
gether three years.
